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FROM  A  HERALD’S  LETTER  BOOK. 


No.  I. 

There  is  much  of  iuterest  and  not  a  little  of  human  nature  in 
these  letters  to  a  herald  from  old  world  gentlemen,  anxious  for  the 
recognition  of  their  pedigrees  and  arms.  Similar  missives,  one  fancies, 
are  received  by  Clarencieux  and  Garter  now-a-days,  but  they  do  not 
fall  into  the  hands  of  the  public.  Those  which  we  are  printing  are 
taken  from  a  Manuscript  in  the  British  Museum,  entitled  “  Sir 
Edw"*  Byshe’s  Correspondence,  1653 — 1676,”  which  seems  to  have 
been  purchased  at  Dawson  Turner’s  Sale  in  1859.  They  relate  to 
claimants  for  heraldic  honours  who  hailed  from  the  Eastern  Counties, 
but  other  parts  of  England  are  also  represented.  Unhappily,  the 
collection  is  a  small  one.  If  only  the  replies  had  been  recorded 
its  iuterest  would  have  been  increased  tenfold,  having  indeed  to 
some  of  us  much  of  the  charm  of  a  seventeenth-century  romance. 

Sir  Edward  Bysshe,  a  Surrey  antiquary,  was  appointed  Garter 
King  of  Arms  by  the  Parliament  in  1643,  in  the  place  of  Sir 
John  Borough,  who  had  followed  the  King  to  Oxford.  He  had  to 
quit  the  office  on  the  Restoration;  but  having  preserved  the  College 
Library  from  dispersal  during  the  Usurpation,  was  made  Clarencieux 
by  patent  in  1661,  and  knighted  the  same  year.  It  is  now  admitted 
that  he  was  a  great  encourager  of  learned  men,  and  understood 
arms  and  armoury  very  well.  But  he  disliked  the  labour  of  pedigree- 
making,  his  genealogies  being  meagre  beyond  words  when  compared 
with  those  of  his  predecessors  and  successors.  j  j  jj^aKETT

At  yo'  visitatid  Ipsw'**  Aug.  16,  1664,  I  shewed  you  my 
pedigree ;  y*  o'  family  had  continued  long  at  Bradfield  in  Norf.  from 
w®  Peter  y*  son  of  Robert  Gillet,  who  bought  y*  estate  of  S'  Thomas 
Bourchier  K"*  in  Yoxford,  Bramfield,  Middleton,  Peasinghall  & 
Sibton,  Anno  ii*  Edw.  4“  Ano  Dni  1467;  that  we  had  continued 
yndisturbed  for  9  generations  wccessively  in  the  possession  of  estate 
and  Arms :  the  lands  of  Sibton  only  descended  to  me  by  inheritence, 
the  rest  sold  ofiF;  that  I  sold  them  both  by  y*  name  of  Qillett;  as 
for  that  of  Candler  I  acquainted  you  it  was  by  a  match  when  the 
childre  were  young  and  could  neu  be  got  off,  neither  haue  I  one 
relation  in  y*  world  of  that  name.  S'  you  were  pleased  to  be  very 
civill  to  me  at  y*  visitation  and  ofterd  me  to  change  my  crest, 
being  of  a  different  colo'  fro  y*  charge,  or  do  me  any  other  Kindnes. 
I  should  be  loth  to  find  anything  unhandsome  from  you  now.  I 
haue  some  reason  to  understand  y*  county  of  Suft.  from  my  father’s 
and  my  owne  collections;  haueing  seuall  folios  in  manuscript  in 
possesid  w'**  we  haue  with  charge  &  labo'  gathered  together;  and 
I  belieue  you  do  not  find  ouer  many  that  haue  so  good  right  to 
their  Arms  as  I  haue  to  mine ;  my  lands  might  as  well  be  claimed 
&  attempted  as  my  Coat  Arm'.  I  must  iuforme  you  that  1  am 
none  of  y*  old  man’s  gentlemen  that  gaue  you  so  much  trouble. 
1  neu  went  about  to  impose  upon  you  or  ingraff  myselfe  into  a 
family  of  which  I  was  no  branch,  or  sought  to  be  allowed  upon 
any  account  that  might  reflecte  upon  yo'  reputatid  &  hono'  after¬ 
wards.  If  you  shall  please  to  send  me  the  allowance  as  you  haue 
done  in  ordinary  to  others,  I  shall  be  thankfull  to  you  &  shall 
giue  you  y®  same  satisfaction.  S'  I  had  waited  upon  you,  but  my 
employm*  will  not  pmitt  me.  I  haue  for  y”,  2  years  last  past, 
undertaken  y*  free  school  in  Woodbridge.  My  family  is  numerous, 
haueing  at  this  present  32  young  gentleme  boarders  in  my  house 
constantly,  besides  my  other  charge,  w®*"  I  hope  will  be  a  sufficient 
excuse  for  me,  8'  I  haue  by  me  a  large  catologue  of  persons 
allowed  to  beare  Arms,  both  before  and  since  His  Majesteis 
Restauration,  w®**  had  they  attaind  &  atchieved  yr  hono'  I  shall  not 
now  medle  with.  I  haue  been  as  much  a  friend  to  yo'  office  as 
lay  in  me,  and  a  particular  asserto'  of  S'  Edw.  Byshe’s  hono', 
though  possibly  you  haue  no  need  of  it.  I  do  reasonably  hope 
you  will  not  endeauo'  me  any  unkindnes.  If  I  were  conscious  of 
y*  least  mistake  either  in  my  claime  or  pedigree  I  should  not  giue 
you  this  trouble.  8'  I  a

[Philip  Gillet  als  Candler  was  the  son  of  Matthias  Candler,  the 
Puritan  Vicar  of  Coddeuham,  “so  excellent  and  bold  a  preacher 
that  all,  far  and  near,  flocked  to  his  ministry,”  and  who  had,  as 
Calamy  tells  us,  “oue  peculiar  study  and  diversion  that  made  him 
acceptable  to  Gentlemen,  which  was  Heraldry  and  pedigrees”; 
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adding  he  had  been  a  fit  man  to  have  wrote  the  Antiquities  of  his 
county.”  The  Suffolk  collections  of  father  and  son  referred  to  in  the 
letter  are  seen  at  their  best  in  the  Bodleian  Library,  but  there  are 
autograph  copies  in  the  British  Museum  {Harl.  MS.  6,071  and 
Addl.  3IS.  15,520).  These  are  indeed  priceless,  for  they  relate  not 
only  to  gentlemen  of  coat  armour  and  landed  estates,  but  also  to 
the  families  of  clergymen  and  Substantial  yeoman,  whose  genealogies 
never  found  their  way  into  the  archives  of  the  College  of  Arms. 

One  is  glad  to  think  that  the  Candler  pedigree  and  the  Qillett 
arms  were  duly  entered  at  the  Herald’s  CollegeJ. 


Your  late  winning  Civility  to  mee  at  Bury,  in  yo'  voluntary 
promise  to  bo  my  freind,  w'**  I  pceive  (&  cannot  bo  deceived)  not  to 
be  verball  onely,  after  the  mode  of  the  times,  but  pectorall  suiting 
yo'selfe,  hath  put  my  pen  to  the  adventure  of  giveing  yo*  the 
treble  of  this  paper,  whereby  yo*  may  please  to  understand  that  yo' 
ingenuous  proffer  to  search  out  &  send  mee  my  Coat  of  Armes 
(propper  to  my  name)  w‘'’out  my  psonall  seeking  or  other  sending 
for,  hath  kindled  in  mee  a  desire  by  some  reciprocal!  service  to 
merit  the  favour.  Wherefore,  S',  if  you  can  mark  mee  out  a  waie, 
^  that  there  be  anything  appurtenant  to  yo'  Affaire  in  these  parts, 
;3fvherein  I  may  be  usefull  to  you  &  serviceable  in  yo'  absence,,  my 
^tmost  abilities  (such  as  they  be,  &  if  qualified  for  yo'  iustrucSns) 
^halbe  musterd  to  execute  yo'  Comands.  Peradventure  some  psons 
^n  these  parts  have  abused  themselves  &  others  by  assumeing  a 
name  (soe  consequently  the  bearinge  of  the  Family)  wherein  they 
^lave  no  propriety,  w'**  induced  1  am  to  believe  because  one  Thomas 
^eadon  of  Ipswich  (son  of  goodman  Seadon  now  of  the  towne  of 
^ury)  hath  lately  altered  his  name  to  Sydney,  and  if  in  yo'  primary 
'^isitaoSn  he  hath  owned  the  name  &  claimed  the  beareing  of 
Sydney  ’tis  certainely  felonious  &  an  abuse  to  the  Family.  If  the 
discovery  of  suchlike  abuses,  or  pformeing  otlmr  matters  in  these 
parts  may  be  availeable  to  yo*,  I  (haveing  geaall  acquaintance  in 
Norff.  &  Suff.,  multiplied  by  my  study  &  practice  of  the  Civill  Law 
in  this  Diocese  of  Norw'**)  shall  industriously  psue  yo'  order  that 
yo*  may  experimentally  prove  mee.

8'  Henry  8‘  George,  Knight,  Richmond,  An*  1635,  I  suppose  hee  ! 
will  fynd  my  Coate  ft  Creast  Registered  there :  and  yf  hee  question 
whither  I  bee  of  that  ffamylie  of  Studhaw,  w***  was  longe  in  the 
name  of  the  ffiskes,  I  shall  make  it  appeare  It  was  pt  of  mine 
Inheritance.  Besides  if  this  shall  not  satishe,  I  shall  clears  it  so 
fully  that  it  will  be  w*hout  all  exception,  and  if  yo*  please  to  giye 
his  worship  intimaBSn  heerof  yo*  shall  cofnand  mee  in  a  greater 
matter.  Thus  w***  the  tender  of  my  service  of  w***  you  can  haue 
noe  better  assurance  then  to  employe  mee,  nor  I  an  higher  ffauo' 
then  to  bee,

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■  AUTOGRAPH  LETTER  OF  DR.  BECKWITH. 

'  NORWICH  MUSICAL  FESTIVAL  AT  THE  CLOSE  OF  THE 
I  EIGHTEENTH  CENTURY. 

P  The  present  series  of  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Triennial  Musical 
=  :  Festivals  took  its  rise  in  1824,  but  various  preliminary  concerts 
*;  (“Hall-Concerts”)  of  a  high  order,  towards  the  close  of  the 
J  eighteenth  century,  paved  the  way  for  the  successful  development 
f;  of  the  later  and  more  ambitious  efforts  to  provide  high-class  music, 
and  at  the  same  time  build  up  the  charitable  institutions  of  the 
I  city.  These  early  subscription  concerts  were  largely  directed  by 
t  Dr.  Beckwith,  the  principal  vocal  performers  being  well-known 
citizens. 

The  following  transcript  of  an  autograph  letter  by  Dr.  J.  (C.) 

I  Beckwith,  purchased  some  time  since  of  a  London  dealer  in 
!  autographs,  has  no  other  date  than  that  of  the  day  of  the  month, 
I  I  but  it  may  be  placed  quite  at  the  close  of  the  eighteenth  century  or 
perhaps  later.  The  letter,  which  is  in  a  decidedly  “pretty  ”  hand,  is  not 
j  only  interesting  as  possibly  the  only  known  example  of  Dr.  Beckwith’s 
} I  correspondence,  but  it  throws  some  light  upon  musical  matters  in  the 
city,  and  especially  in  regard  to  early  essays  in  the  establishment  of 
i  a  periodical  musical  festival.  The  “Mas*'  Prentice”  referred  to 
I'  appears  first  in  order  in  a  list  of  principal  vocalists  at  one  of  the 
I  more  important  musical  gatherings  of  the  period  under  review,  the 
^  occasion  probably  being  that  referred  to  in  the  letter  as  “  the  ensuing 
festival.”  The  phrase,  “the  vocal  part  of  the  band,”  is  a  little 
I  singular. 

“The  rehearsals  for  the  chapel  organ”  seem  to  point  to  the 
instrument  at  the  Octagon  Chapel,  opened  by  Dr.  Beckwith  in  1802. 
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“  Sir, 

“  Notwithstanding  my  department  is  to  invite  the  vocal  part 
of  the  band  for  the  ensuing  festival,  I  feel  myself  a  little  embarrassed 
respecting  Mas”  Prentice.  I  have  heard  him  for  the  first  time  during 
the  rehearsals  for  the  Chapel  Organ,  and  was  much  pleased  with 
his  voice,  which  I  thought  both  sweet  and  powerful.  I  have  no 
pretencions  fur  the  hope  of  his  assistance,  neither  can  I  ask  it,  but 
must  leave  you  to  confer  or  refuse  such  a  favour  as  you  may  judge 
best ;  my  sentiments  are,  that  he  would  be  a  considerable  acquisition 
to  the  I'reble  voices,  and  that  his  performance  would  be  both  an 
honour  and  favour  to  the  undertaking.

In  the  centre  of  the  chancel  floor  is  placed  a  stone  to  a  former

this  Parish  |  who  died  the  21**  May  1760  |  aged  46  years.  |  And  of

This  seems  to  be  the  only  memorial  to  an  incumbent  in  the 
church,  but  a  large  tomb  by  the  chancel  door  keeps  in  memory 
another  eighteenth-century  vicar,  its  ledger  slab  being  inscribed : —

Mocatta  |  Fourth  Daughter  of  the  |  abovesaid  Mrs.  Green,  |  who 
Departed  this  Life  |  22***  Oct'  1748  |  Aged  60. 

The  other  is : — 

To  the  memory  of  |  Mrs.  Mary  Bond  |  (relict  of  Thomas  Bond 
Esq')  I  who  died  greatly  regretted  |  on  the  15“*  of  February  1845  | 
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at  the  advanced  age  of  92  years,  |  and  lies  buried  near  the  north 
porch.  I  Throughout  her  long  life  she  sustained  |  the  character  of  a 
most  exemplary  Christian  |  and  was  a  constant  member  |  of  this 
congregation. 

There  are  three  memorial  windows.  That  in  the  tower  is 
lettered : — 

This  window  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Hariot  Fowle  Lady 
Middleton,  the  beloved  Mother  of  Sir  William  Fowle  F.  Middleton  B* 
by  his  widow  the  Hon*’'*  Ann  Middleton  in  token  of  her  great  respect 
&  affection.  She  was  the  daugh''  of  Nath'  Acton  Esq'  and  Caroline 
his  wife,  of  Bramford  Hall  in  this  parish,  where  she  was  born  & 
departed  this  life  in  her  paternal  home,  Aug.  2*^  1852  in  the  QS"*  year 
of  her  age,  truly  lamented.  Stedfast  in  faith,  abounding  in  charity, 
looking  for  the  blessed  hope  &  glorious  appearing  of  the  g^-eat 
and  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  Her  children  rise  up  and  call  her 
blessed. 

Under  the  north  aisle  east  window  is  a  brass  plate  inscribed : — 

The  above  window,  erected  1 869  by  the  parishioners  of  Bramford, 
to  the  honoured  |  memory  of  their  late  beloved  Vicar,  the  Beverend 
William  Bedford,  who  for  10  |  years  devoted  himself  entirely  to  their 
welfare  and  happiness. 

(A  stone  in  the  churchyard  marks  Mr.  Bedford’s  burial  place,  who 
died  Jan.  31st,  1869,  aged  64,  having  been  vicar  for  ten  years). 

A  brass  inserted  under  north  aisle  west  window  shows  it  to  be : — 

In  loving  Memory  of  Elizabeth,  wife  |  of  RobertWilliam  Mumford, 
who  died  July  15*^  1881  aged  81  years,  seventy-nine  of  which  were 
passed  in  this  parish. 

A  headstone  to  Thos.  Hayward,  1791,  in  the  churchyard,  has  this 
ungrammatical  warning : —

CONVBNTION  BETWEEN  THE  BiSHOP  OF  ROCHESTER  Ain>  THE 

Abbot  of  St.  Edmund’s. 

It  is  worthy  of  remembrance  that  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
MCCLXVII.,  on  a  Sunday,  the  festival  of  St.  Agnes  at  Sudbury  (?), 
in  the  house  of  the  preaching  friars,  there  was  concluded  a  treaty 
of  peace  between  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Rochester  and  the  Venerable 
Abbot  of  the  Monastery  of  St.  Edmund  concerning  certain  wrong 
and  damage  done  to  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Rochester  and  to  his  people, 
on  the  occasion  of  a  sacrilege  committed  and  breach  of  sanctuary  in 
the  house  of  the  Bishop  at  Frakenham,  where  he  hath  full  temporal 
and  spiritual  jurisdiction.  By  the  abduction  of  a  certain  man, 
detained  and  imprisoned  therein  for  homicide,  done  as  it  is  said  by 
the  order  of  the  Abbot  by  the  seneschal  of  St.  Edmund’s  and  his 
servants,  and  also  by  the  men  and  bailiffs  of  that  same  Abbot  against 
the  liberties  of  the  Church  of  Rochester,  which  in  that  “ville,”  as  in 
“  canc.”  (?)  has  and  should  have  the  same  liberties  as  the  Church  of 
Canterbury.  It  was,  however,  after  much  altercation  by  the  provi¬ 
dence  of  common  friends  so  provided  that  whilst  the  suit  was  pending 
before  the  Lord  Legate  that  all  the  dispute  on  that  aforesaid  occasion 
should  be  quieted,  that  the  Lord  Abbot  should  purge  himself  by  bis 
oath,  and  that  of  his  conspirators,  that  (so  far  as)  the  aforesaid  breach 
of  the  law  at  Frakenham  (was  concerned)  he  did  not  commit  it,  nor 
did  he  order  it  to  be  committed,  nor  did  he  approve  it,  nor  did  he 
know  when  it  was  committed,  and  after  that  he  knew  that  it  had  been 
committed  it  in  no  way  pleased  him,  nor  doth  it  please  him  at  present ; 
on  the  contrary,  it  displeases  him.  But  it  might  be  in  the  will  of  the 
Bishop  to  admit  the  offered  purging  (of  the  liability),  or  to  remit 
it  according  to  his  will.  Afterwards,  however,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
said  Abbot  should  in  writing  conform  to  the  will  of  the  Bishop,  and 
undertake,  under  severe  penalties,  that  never  again  either  be  or  his 
successors  should  disturb  the  liberties  of  the  Bishop  in  Frakenham, 
or  allow  them  to  be  disturbed. 

With  regard,  however,  to  the  general  wrong  and  damage  done  to  the 
Bishop  and  to  his  people,  by  express  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Abbot 
it  was  provided  that  they  shall  promise  in  the  presence  of  our  Lord  the 
King  that  a  Justiciary  may  be  sent  into  the  parts  of  Frakenham,  who 
by  the  authority  of  the  King  shall  promise  full  satisfaction  for  all 
damages  done  to  the  Lord  Bishop  and  his  people  by  the  servants  and 
men  and  bailiffs  of  the  said  Abbot,  whether  they  did  this  at  the 
command  of  the  Abbot,  or  of  his  bailiff,  or  of  his  seneschal,  or  of  any 
other  person  so  ever.  And  inasmuch  as  these  matters  could  not  so 
well  be  compassed,  that  is  to  say  the  matters  in  dispute  above  men¬ 
tioned  at  Sudbury  as  in  London,  where  there  is  a  great  number  of 
wise  men  and  of  friends,  it  was  agreed  by  both  parties  that  within  a 
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certain  time  the  Bishop  and  the  Abbot  should  appear  in  London, 
where  the  King  in  person  holds  court,  and  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  or 
failing  that  in  some  other,  should  make  peace.  And  to  the  end  that 
the  question  between  them  pending  before  the  Lord  Legate  may  be 
suspended  rather  if  peace  may  thereby  be  secured,  let  it  be  renounced 
altogether  by  the  said  Bishop.  —  Temporal.  EceUt.  et  Epiteopal

Know  all  men  in  the  present  and  in  the  time  to  come  that  we, 
Laurencins,  by  the  grace  of  God,  Bishop  of  Rochester,  give  grant 
and  by  this  present  our  charter  confirm  to  Lord  Alan  de  Franceys, 
Lord  of  Badlyngham,  one  small  piece  of  land  lying  between  our 
arable  land  of  Freckenbam  on  the  one  side  and  his  Manor  of 
Badlyngham  on  the  other,  as  it  is  divided  by  certain  boundaries 
by  Herbert  de  Markeshale,  our  bailiff  at  the  time  at  Frekenham,  and 
our  tenants  of  the  same  “  vill.”  ;  to  have  and  to  hold  of  us  and  our 
successors  for  himself,  his  heirs,  and  assigns  for  ever.  Paying  thence 
to  us  and  our  successors  the  anuual  sum  of  sixpence  at  Eastertide  in 
each  year,  in  lieu  of  all  services,  customs,  and  secular  demands, 
saving,  however,  to  us  and  our  successors  eighteen-pence  of  annual 
fee,  which  he,  his  heirs,  and  assigns  shall  be  bound  to  pay  to  us  and 
our  successors,  as  he  and  his  forefathers  have  been  customed  in  time 
past  to  pay  to  us  and  our  predecessors.  And  we,  Ijaurencius  and  our 
successors,  will  guarantee  to  the  said  Lord  Alan,  to  his  heirs,  and 
assigns  that  parcel  of  land  against  all  men  for  ever.  In  testimony  of

The  Assize  is  to  decide  whether  Robert  de  Sancto  Quintius  of 
Sudbury,  Robert  Overee  of  Frekenham,  and  John  de  Whelnetham 
and  Alice  his  wife,  did  unjustly,  etc.,  disseize  Thomas  Bishop  of 
Rochester  of  his  freehold  tenement  in  Frekenham,  etc.,  etc.,  etc.

Whelnetham  do  appear,  but  the  aforesaid  Robert  Overee  and  Alice  do 
not  appear,  but  the  aforesaid  John  answers  for  them  and  likewise 
their  bailiff.  He  himself  declareth  that  he  has  done  no  injury  or 
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desseisin  to  the  said  Bishop,  and  he  further  declareth  that  he  found 
the  said  Alice  his  wife  seized  of  the  aforesaid  tenements  on  the  day 
tha^he  married  her,  and  on  behalf  of  the  said  Alice  he  declareth  that 
he  and  this  same  Alice  hold  the  aforesaid  tenements,  namely,  a 
“  Metayer  ”  of  these  same  tenements  in  dower  of  the  said  Alice, 
the  gift  of  her  (as  dowry)  of  William  of  the  Dead  Sea,  first  husband 
of  the  said  Alice,  and  by  the  assignment  of  the  aforesaid  Kobert  and 
Robert,  etc.,  etc.,  and  another  “  Metayer,”  etc.,  etc.,  from  the  gift  of 
the  said  Robert  and  Robert,  who  enfeoffed  the  said  Alice  with  that 
”  Metayer,”  to  be  held  by  the  said  Alice  so  long  as  she  should  live, 
etc.,  etc.,  etc.  She  therefore  declares  that  she  entered  upon  the  said 
tenements  through  the  afore-named  Robert  and  Robert,  and  not  by 
diseisin,  etc.,  etc.,  and  on  this  account  puts  herself  upon  the  assize, 
and  the  said  Robert  de  St.  Quentin  and  John  Whelnetham,  as  well 
as  the  bailiff  of  the  said  Robert  Overee,  say  that  the  said  William  of 
the  Dead  Sea  by  his  charter  enfeoffed  them,  Robert  and  Robert  of  the 
aforesaid  tenements,  with  their  appurtenances,  to  be  held  by  them, 
Robert  and  Robert,  and  their  heirs,  for  ever,  and  that  he  put  them  in 
good  and  peaceful  seizin,  etc.,  etc.,  etc.,  and  he  sold  to  them  by  his 
writing  all  his  goods  and  chatties  existing  in  the  said  tenements  for 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds,  etc.,  etc.,  which  charter  and  writing 
they  produced  here  in  Court,  under  the  name  of  the  said  William, 
which  testify  to  this.  They  therefore  say  that  the  said  Robert  and 
Robert  did  enter  into  the  said  tenements  by  the  aforesaid  enfeoffment, 
and  not  by  disseizin,  and  therefore  he  puts  himself  upon  the  assize.

THE  EDITOR  TO  HIS  SUBSCRIBERS.  II. 


In  response  to  the  Editorial  notice  which  accompanied  the 
December  issue  of  the  Ea»t  Anglian,  it  would  appear  that  the  very 
suggestion  of  a  possible  discontinuance  of  the  publication  is  generally 
viewed  with  fedings  bordering  on  alarm.  A  well-known  Suffolk 
gentleman  writes  from  the  Metropolis,  “  Will  you  please  accept  the 
enclosed  cheque  (£1)  as  my  subscription  for  the  ensuing  year. 

I  think  we  all  owe  you  a  great  deal  for  the  work  you  have  done  for 
us.”  Another  writes  from  Suffolk  in  terms  of  fi^teful  appreciation, 
“  I  shall  be  glad  to  help  in  the  following  small  way : — (1)  By  sub¬ 
scribing  for  two  copies  monthly  instead  of  one ;  (2)  by  endeavouring 
to  obtain  two  or  more  new  subscribers;  (3)  by  purchasing  the 
indexes  and  such  volumes  as  I  do  not  already  possess ;  (4)  by 
sending  matter  for  publication.  The  suspension  of  the  East 
Anglian  would  be  nothing  short  of  a  cakmity  ....  it  encourages 
and  fosters  more  genuine  research  than  do  the  local  Archeeological 
Societies.”  Another  (from  Herts)  says  that,  at  his  suggestion,  the 
Committee  of  the  National  Liberal  Club,  London,  will  place  a 
copy,  monthly,  in  their  Gladstone  Library.  “Some  of  the  members 
from  Blast  Anglia  (about  150)  may,”  he  says,  “in  this  way  oecome 
future  subscribers.  Perhaps  others  might  do  the  same  at  their  own 
Clubs  and  Public  Libraries.”  Other  writers  have  similarly  expressed 
appreciation,  etc.  We  are  pleased  to  find  that  some  at  least  among 
our  friends  have  no  difficulty  in  understanding  the  “  objective  ” 
aimed  at  in  our  previous  address,  and  it  now  remains  for  others  to 
proffer  similar  assistance  if  the  East  Anglian  is  to  be  continued. 
We  must  repeat  once  again  that  we  shall  not  feel  justified  in  such 
continuance  without  unmistakable  signs  of  support,  and  the  evidence 
of  this  will  have  to  be  found  in  the  reception  of  this  first  part  of 
a  new  volume. 

It  is  found  impossible  at  the  date  we  write  to  ascertain  with 
sufficient  accuracy  the  course  to  be  pursued,  but  the  position  may 
be  thus  briefly  stated.  If  as  a  result  of,  say,  the  first  three  nmnths’ 
working,  the  ordinary  expenses  give  promise  of  being  met,  it  may 
be  safely  assumed  that  the  continuance  of  the  publication  becomes 
a  certainty ;  otherwise  the  East  Anglian  is  bound  to  disappear. 
In  the  event  of  discontinuance,  which  it  is  hoped  may  be  averted, 
subscribers  will  have  the  option  of  receiving  back  so  much  of  their 
subscription  as  may  remain  unemployed. 

The  East  Anglian  is  being  sent  to  those  subscribers  who  have 
paid  the  yearly  subscription  for  1908  (and,  of  course,  to  those  who 
have  subscribe  for  the  current  year),  but  it  becomes  imperatively 
necessary,  in  view  of  considerable  arrears,  to  adhere  to  the  rule, 
hitherto  practically  unobserved,  to  send  the  East  Anglian  only  to 
those  shall  have  paid  the  subscription  to  date.  The  number  of 
copies  that  will  in  future  be  prints  must  be  thus  determined.  A 
copy  of  this  Notice  is  sent  to  those  subscribers  whose  subscriptions 
are  in  arrear.  They  are  earnestly  asked  to  forward  amounts  that 
may  he  due  to  tihe  Publishers  at  ones.
